Tho connections of the oldtrat traditions are 


afforded llrst by language and legends, for 
tho study of whii-h no museums are required. 
Noxt to tlicw In value are material objects, 
particularly useful ones, with which are as- 
sociated antique designs and :nvtblo—some- 
times suporstitloun— meanings, and which 
aUo In their forms, decorations and applica- 
tions give vory ddlnlto views of their age.

U will do for our 
own people what ethnological museums havt 
done lu relation to foreign peoples, particu- 
larly to savages; It will sock out objects of 
the present as historical museums have re-

Irlih Coast Poverty, 


Beside fishing up herring and hake the poor 


people at the head of Bantry bay fish up sand. 
Sand raising, as it is called, U as Important 
an Industry as catching flsh. This kind of 
sand, known sometimes as coral sand, is used 
for farm manure and costs from eight to nine 
shillings a boat load—a poor price consider- 
ing the toilsome character of the work and 
cost of the boats required to carry It on. A 
sand boat costs £35 when now and £3 a year 
In repair. The utmost a boat owner or part- 
ner con do in a day's work Is to bring to 
shore two boatloads. The proceeds have to 
be divided among a number of workers, while 
the working season lasts for a portion ot the 
year only. 


In spite of all their lifelong labor from 


morning to night, In winter and summer, and 
lu calm and in storm, these crofter fishermen 
are in a state of chronlo poverty. They do 
not live by their scrappy patches of holdings. 
They earn with difficulty from the sea barely 
enough to buy sleeping room and a foothold 
on the land. 


They even do more than that; they partly 


create, with the help of the sea, the very 
soil for -which they pay rent. The deposit 
which they call coral sand they have used to 
reclaim these shores of rock and bog. They 
have used tho sea weed for the same purpose, 
cutting it up from the deep water with a 
primitive machine, which may be described 
as a marine scythe, aud the seaweed has to 
bo paid for, U not as a separate item, then 
•s Included in the holding, Coral sand, sea- 
weed, the refuse of house and pig sty, and 
basket loads ot soil found among the bowlr 
ders, these are the Ingredients ont of which, 
after years of work, the crofter fishermen 
have produced the tiny green patches which 
dot Innumerably the rocky shores and the 
gray brown sides of the sterile but incom- 
parably picturesque mountains that surround 
tilengraift the beautiful. 


And the dwelUngs of these hard working 


people! They ore moro fit for the pigs that 
go grunting and snouting in and out ot them 
than they are for beings created tn the imag* 
of God. A dry stone box with earthen floor 
nnd without windows, two or throe recesses I 
stuffed with straw for beds and the whole 
filled with peat reek, such Is the ordinary j 
type of house where a fisherman and bis wil» - 
live with half a dozen or more children. In 
I 


one such house which I visited there were ; 
seven children,—London Dally News. 


A Ship's Historic Chronometer. 


On the desk of Edson C, Brace, chief clerk

The Russians were the last European rae* 


to be converted to Christianity, and arc still 
within a distance of heathenism that Is easily 
measurable. It is, therefore, little to be won- 
dered at that» number of singular supersti- 
tions should still survive among tha peas- 
antry rather like those prevailing in Prance 
and England during the Middle Ages. Tbe 
Russian journals are not much read in this 
country, but U they were more within the 
linguistic resources of English readers eager 
after novelties they would be much aston- 
ished at not a few items of news reported. 
Had newspapers been published in A. D. 1400 
in London, they would, we fancy, have fre- 
quently chronicled similar events to those we 
find recorded In the columns of the Russian 
press today. 
Since the time of Dtedalus 


flying men have been objects ot suspicion, 
and we should certainly advise aeronauts to 
hesitate before making on ascent In Russia. 


Not many years ago a Russian nobleman 


made a balloon ascent and had the misfortune 
to come down somewhere in the Baltic prov- 
inces, where not even a picture ot a balloon 
had penetrated. There was, of course, the 
chance ot his being mistaken for a messenger 
of the gods and honored in consequence, but 
the peasants who inhabited the district where 
he alighted were apparently victims of pes- 
simism and concluded he was the devil de- 
scended from the sky to persecute them. 
They did not stay to wonder what the evil 
one was doing so far away from his usual 
habitat, which is supposed to be remote from 
the clouds; but in a state of mixed theologio 
and scientific ignorance the panio stricken 
mob toro the aeronaut to pieces. If a similar 
descent could have been made into Yorkshire 
400 years ago the aeronaut might have met 
with a similar fate or have been regarded as 
a messenger announcing the divine wrath 
and the final dissolution of all things—a panic 
to which tha English people h.-.s been pecu- 
liarly liable. This superstitious terror about 
balloons, however, is an amiable weakness 
when compared with some others. It was 
only a week or two ago that the Russian 
newspapers related how a peasant had, with 
tho approval of las neighbors, murdered his 
aged uunt because be believed her to be a 
witch.—Nottingham Express.

Thor , is a rolary snowplow at tUo round 


house says thu Trwkoo liopnblioui, which 
is lo bj used at Cusoa <e Ibis W nter, at 
which jiluce tho t-uowshuds w re burned, 
leaving a gap which is expos d to heavy 
snow falls. 
The machine is a big c.ir, in 


which is a boilor and stationary engine and 
a tunjer attuuhcd in thi ienr.

MANNERS OF WRITING. 


BOME NEW VIEWS ON THE SUBJECT 


OF CHIROQRAPHY. 


AD Expert CUInu That Style !• Heredi- 


tary—Teaotten ot Peomanihlp Declared 
to Be tn Opposition to Nature— Som* 
Intereitlnn Eiample* 
"There Is scarcely a school for little folki 


in all this dominion of ours where an idiotic 
demand is not made by instructors. I refer 
to tbe teaching of penmanship." 


"But writing Is a mechanical operation, 


and being such" 


"The highest authority," Interrupted the 


doctor, "no less a person than Charles Dar- 
win, hoi declared handwriting to be Inher- 
ited, 01 th* eyes, nose and color of hair. 
Yet, pedagogues Insist that children shall 
writ* like somebody else—follow copies writ- 
ten for them by teachers, or printed script, 
ia this way doubling the task of the little 
ones." 


NATURALLY LEFT BANDED. 


"What Is to bo done about itf 
"Let ma give you s, bit of personal experi- 


ence hi this matter of Interfering with con- 
genital tendencies. I have a son, a young 
man of 20, who was born left handed. I am 
myself afflicted that way, and, knowing iti 
Inconveniences, I resolved to euro him of it. 
My wife and I had a time of It, I con tell you. 
What with taking spoons and knives and 
forks out of his left and transferring them to 
bis right, causing him to step forward witb 
tbe right foot Instead of the left and the ten 
thousand other interferences with his predis- 
positions, we did make his life miserable and 
our own as well. When it came to learning 
how to write there was a regular tug c'f war. 
Tb* boy was in a constant state of silent re- 
volt Unknown to us he learned to wriU 
with his left hand. This he wo* punished for 
until he gave it up. But as to bis chirograpby, 
it would amuse you to sen It. It is hke noth- 
ing in all tho world of handwriting. I write 
a bold, open, free backhand, while his la a 
hotch-potch of back, straight and running, 
and Is, besides cramped, pinched, broken, 
jagged, infinitely irregular and altogether 
bad." 


"Let him go back to first principles." 
"Can't be done, because it is too late, or, 


certainly, he could not acquire a free, plain 
hand, nor a modestly decent one, without 
years of practice." 


"Thero are people who write well with 


either hand." 


"That is true, but they are ambidextrous. 


Such persons aro, however, exceptionally 
rare in this world. To get back to this busi- 
ness ol learning to write—no two hands aro 
alike, but the ehnpa of hands, their size, cell 
and tissue arrangement, etc., are, inherited. 
Sometimes one inherits from the mother, 
sometimes from the father, sometimes from 
both. Now, one's handwriting depends upon 
the hand structure. Were this not true the 
plau in vogue of teaching penmanship would 
bs perfectly correct, and It would be the 
easiest task in tho world to bring all 
children to identical handwriting. That is, 
if all the schools of America used the same 
copy sets, all the children who attend the 
sohools could be taught -to Imitate their sets 
perfectly, and would from daily practice 
make this style their own. This, I say, would 
be easy and would bo the result if their hands 
were molded in the same shape." 


"I see wbat you ar» EottinS n'." 
"Possibly and possibly not. Keep with mo 


for a fow moments. Those infinitely curlom 
and stupendously wonderful organs, if I may 
bo permitted to so tenn them, the vocal 
chorda, with tho conformation of larj'nx, 
tongue, inner wall of the mouth and the lips, 
so differ in individuals that no two voices are 
alike, and,as 1 bnvesmd, no attempt is made 
to cause thorn to perfectly agree in sound 
Greater flexibility, compass, richness and 
sweetness aro communicated by intelligent 
instruction, but tho original, natural Individ 
uality of voice remains 
So it is possible by 


practice to Improve the handwriting of a 
child, but either It will be only an improve- 
ment upon the birthright style or it will re- 
sult, as in ths case of my boy, in crippling, 
gnarling and snarling the style. Voices of 
children and of grown up people have beer 
cracked or ruined altogether by injudicious 
use or improper training, precisely as present 
instruction ruins the handwriting of bun 
dreds of thousands of children." 


OERKDITT ETrtO.NOEH TBAN TEACHING. 
"But good handwriting is not altogether 


dead." 


"No, and because the tendency to hold to 


heredity is stronger than the obstinate teach 
Ing in vogue. Once tbe child is out of its en 
vironmentof misdirected instruction nature 
asserts itself. You tee, it Is in this wise: It 
ia absolutely impossible for two men to write 
precisely alike. The pupil never succeeds in 
precisely imitating the line of copy at the 
head of the page upon which bs writes. To 
the casual oye there is a resemblance, but the 
individual crops out in every word. The 'set 
copy ceasing before the muscles, nerves, etc. 
of the hand are completely formed and hard 
ened, as I may say, gradually nature is re- 
stored and the hand becomes nimble. Writ- 
ing then ceases to be a pain." 


"Do you mean to say that It is possible to 


make a child sutler physical pain in the mere 
operation of writing!" 


"That is precisely what I do mean—no more 


and no less. Think of the demand made upon 
pupils—that they shall sit in a given posture 
that they shall hold their pens in a given 
way, 
and all that sort of nonsense. Thi 


formation of bauds and fingers is such tha: 
no particular manner of holding the pen 
should be prescribed, and the same applies to 
the posture of the body. When forced out o 
this natural bent pain must ensue. Then tho 
little one is told to move the hand forward in 
a given way, to form tbe letters so and so, 
All these thousand and one red lapo, hide 
bound regulations are just so many hin- 
drances to progress and the cultivation of an 
Improved style." 


"What would you recommend, then?" 
"Common sense and giving nature a fair 


chance. The children should have copies, 
but these copies should be upon tha black- 
board, or, certainly upon paper other than 
that upon which they are expected to write. 
They should be told that they must use these 
copies only as a sort of general guide, for, 
you sec, children are Imitative, and unless 
prevented the natural impulses would lead 
them to seek to follow copy in all its details. 
Then as to their posture, they, of course, 
ought to avoid cramped, unhealthy positions, 
but each'Should be suffered to take such a one 
as was most comfortable. Aa to the manner 
of holding the pen, that should be altogether 
arbitrary. It is results that should be in 
view and not mere nmnnor of posing and 
seeming grace of hand motion, especially 
when these non-essentials lead to hindrance 
of tho object to be attained,"—Chicago 
Herald. 


Pood Adulteration. 


Clifford Richardson, one of the United 


States government analysts, says spices and 
condiments for human food are adulterated 
to a great extent, but only hi a commercial 
sense. 
He says: "Of twenty sample* of 


ground cloves examined, only two were pure; 
of cayenne pepper, one oat of eight; and ot 
mustard, ten were examined, and nan* was 
pure."—Boston Herald.
